Etrers of November 29, O. S. from Gcnoa fay, 
that as in the: Proclamation iffued for rive Ac- 
commodation, the Maleéentents had a Fortnight's 
Time granted them to comply with’ the Terms, it 
could not yet be known whether they wou'd tubmit, 
only ‘tis certein that they lad called aGeneral Afiem- 
bly to confult what todo: But this Regulation be- 
ing made in the Name of the Republick, “twas a 
ueftion whether thofe [landers will come tmto It 
scan time g or 5 Officers of the Baron de Neuhoft’s 
Retinue, who landed at Sagona, had made their 
Submiffion thro” the Mediation of the Commander 
of the Genoefe Frigare, who took them on board and 
carried them to Baitia, where they enjoy’d full L1- 
b-rty, and own’d how much they had been deceived 
‘by that Stroller. The Republick of Genoa has fent 
10 Calvi and Ajaccio, eon Quantity of Bedding, 
and other Neceflaries, for the four new Batialions 
expeéted there, which Reiaforcement being to go 
over juft upon the Publication of the Accommodation, 
"twas fuppofed the T'roops are to ftay there till the 
Tranquillity is perteétly reftored, which however 
feems at prefent very rémote. Mean time ‘tis not 
doubted, that the Inhabitants of Balagna, which Is 
the fruitfulle Province of the Ifland, as well as 
thofe of other Places more expofed, will fubmit to 
the Regulation which has been publifhed ; but as 
for the Mountainers, they who pretend to be belt 
acquainted with their Character, fay they are fuch 
favage, ignorant, and obflinate People, that confider- 
ing they arc not fo eafily to be come atas the others, 
nor fo li-ble to fmart for their Difobedience, they 
will abfolutely refufe to quit their Arms. 

Vienna, Dec. 6. Tie King of Sardinia’s Acceffion 
to the General Treaty of Peace, is not what may 
be called an Accefison that is pure and fimple ; he 
could not be prevailed on to undertake the Guaraniy 
of the Pragmatick Sanction, and there was a Ne 
ceffity of leaving him in Pefleffion of the Caftle and 
Hittridt of Saravalic, cll it is decided whether that 
important Territory belongs to the Tortonefe or Mi- | 
lanefe. In order likewife to remove one of the chicf 
Obftacles that retard the Acceffion of Spain, the 
Duke of Lorain has been prevailed on to fulpend the 
Sale of the Allodial Eftate of the Medici’s Family, 
which was fharply complain’d of by the King of 
Spain. 

P Ratisbon, Dec. 8. The Prince of Furftemberg, the 
Emperor's Firft Commiflioner ar the Dyet, has re- 
ccived an Imperial Refcript from Vienna, wherein 
his Majefly firft takes Notice to the three Colleges, 
chat he had not yet reccived but one Million 110088 
Florins, and 58 Cruitzers, out of the Sum of three 
Millions, which were granted by the Empire for the 
War againft the Turks. Then his Majetty obferves 
his great Concern at finding {0 little Support in a 
War undertaken for the Benefit of Chrift-ndom, and 
which his Maje@y cannot maintain without exhauft- 
ing his Finances, and suaning himfelf too far in 
Debr to rctricve them hereatter. Having made this 
Keprefenraticn, the Emperor charges his Minifter to 
fer it, in a full Light before all the Minifters of the 
Electors and Princes, and particularly to make thofe 
Miniters fenfible of it, whofe Princes have nor paid 
their Quota’s, and to exhort and intreat them ro 
difcharge a Duty of fo much Importance.
